C lark was born in 
Essex 
county, 
New York, Ju n e 29, 1824, graduated 
in m edicine in 1849, and cam e to

He 
practiced his profession at P lacer- 
ville, S anta B arbara and Los A ngeles, 
and was made su p erin ten d e n t of the 
S tockton H ospital in 1861. 
H e held 
this position u n til 1871, when he re ­ 
signed to u n d ertak e a co n tract for 
caring for th e insane of Nevada and 
A rizona in a 
p riv ate 
hospital in 
S tockton. 
He was m ade su p erin ten d ­ 
e n t of the S tate H ospital again in 
1892, and held the p o sition u n in te r­ 
ru p ted ly u n til A ugust 10, 1906, when 
he re tire d to m ake a place for his 
son, P. P. C lark, whom he has p ra c ti­ 
cally reared to care for insane per 
sons. 
At the tim e of his resignation, 
although past eighty-tw o years, Dr. 
Asa^Clark retain ed u nim paired not 
only his fa cu lties of m ind, clear as 
the peals of church tow er chim es, 
but h is sym pathies for th e d istrau g h t 
of m ind were as keen and deep and 
bruad and sw eet as th e fo u n tain of 
hum an hope. 
May the tw ilig h t of 
his life deepen into the darkness th at 
precedes th e new daw ning w ith all 
the tra n q u illity of a C alifo rn ia su m ­ 
m er night.

Oar standard reputation advances as. Honest dealing is oar policy

As soon as C alifo rn ia began to be a 
state it began to m ake provision to r 
tak in g care of its u n fo rtu n ates, 
by 
estab lish in g a state general hospital 
at S tockton. 
To th is general h o sp ital 
the insane were sent, bu t it was found 
no t to be q u ite th e place for them , 
and in 1853, the general hospital was 
abolished and an insane asylum was 
established in its stead. 
T his was u n fo rtu n ate in p art and in 
p art 
highly 
com m edable. 
i t 
was 
p rcp er to estab lish an asylum for the 
insane, bu t th e state general hospital 
should have been p erp etu ated , 
grow ­ 
ing year by year to m eet the grow ing 
dem and 
u n til 
by 
now. 
C alifo rn ia 
w ould, w ith o u t doubt, 
have a 
state 
general h o sp ital th e equal of th at 
of M assachusetts, a p u b lic o h aiity of 
unsurpassed beneficence. 


Boosted W ith A D onation. 
C aptain W eber, of rovered mem ory, 
gave 
the 
S tate of 
C alifo rn ia one 
hundred acres of choice land ad jo in ­ 
ing th e village of S tockton to be used 
for asylum purposes, and since then, 
tw enty-nine acres 
m ore have been 
added by purchase to th e plo t, which 
has been 
b u ilt upon and adorned 
u n til it has in th e state no riv al as a 
park unless it be the cap ital gro u n d s 
at Sacram ento. 
Som e of the ground 
was low lying and all of it was adobe, 
but it has been filled in and enriched 
from tim e to tim e w ith thousands of 
cart loads of sedim entary “ slick eu s” 
from th e bed of th e C alaveras river, 
u n til it is now a ll productive and 
well d rain ed . 
I t Crew and Crew . 
The asylum was opened 
In Ju ly 
1853, and by the end of th a t year had 
102 patients. 
In ten years more it 
nad 583, and in an o th er decade 1150, 
by which tim e th e state had faced 
the problem of estab lish in g another 
asylum and had broken ground at 
Napa. 
On th e day of my last visit 
to Stockton H o sp ital, Septem ber 2 ', 
191X3, there were confined in the in ­ 
stitu tio n 658 women and 1184 men. 
A dded to th is to tal of 1842 persons, 
whose processes of cerebration do not 
sufficiently 
accord 
w ith 
those of 
other people outside to w arrant th eir 
being a t large; th ere are 65 a tte n d ­ 
ants in th e m ale wards. 43 atten d an ts 
in the fem ale dep artm en t, 
15 e m ­ 
ployes on farm and in the d airy , and 
enough officers, engineers, m echanics 
etc. to bring the p o p u latio n up to a 
round 2,000 persons to be fed and 
clothed and generally cared 
for at 
pu b lic expense. 


How They Are H oused. 
Of the old, orig in al hospital of 1853 
little or noth in g rem ains. 
th e work 
of reb u ild in g w ith p erm anent biick 
stru ctu res began in the fifties and 
kept on, 
piecem eal, u n til an aggre­ 
gate of 8248,000 had been expended in 
te arin g down and b u ild in g greater 
w hat is now know n as th e ‘‘o ld ” hos­ 
p ita l w hich still accom m odates be­ 
tween 500 and 600 men patients. 
The 
b eau tifu l 
and 
com m odious 
W om ans’ h o sp ital was b u ilt 
between 
1864 and ‘68 a t a co st of 8250,000. 
It 
was b u ilt to 
accom m odate 500 p a­ 
tien ts, but there are now 658 in it, 
and alw ays room for one m ore, a l­ 
though no t always easy to te ll where 
to p u t an o th er one. 


The splendid appearing m eu’s m ain 
hopsital was com pleted in 1885 a t a 
cost of 8224,000. 
O ther buildings, 
accessory to th e general use, have 
been b u ilt from tim e to tim e u n til 
the state now has invested in b u ild ­ 
ings, som ething m ore th an S850,000. 
F o r ten 
years or m ore there has 
been little or no new 
bu ild in g dooe 
at S tockton, bu t only rem odeling in 
order to m ake room for m ore patients. 
C o n d itio n of B uildings. 
The 
h o sp ital 
buildings 
are 
all 
stanch and were u n in ju re d by the 
earthquake of A p ril 18, bu t th is is 
no t 
saying th a t 
they would have 
w ithstood such a shock as th a t which 
threw Agnew down, to r they w ould 
not, and yet they are d istin ctly better 
b u ilt buildings th an those a t Agnew 
ever were. 


B ut they are no t m odern and the 
state should build no more lik e them . 
The plan of having one hallw ay down 
the cen ter w ith room s off Both sides 
is no t good for au insane hospital, 
although it may do for a hotel. 
In 
a hospital the p atien ts have to live 
in the hallw ays, and only sleep in 
ad jacen t room s. 
A b etter type of 
building is one th a t has airy , sunny, 
octagonal, 
p ro jectin g 
bay wiudow- 
like room s eith e r a t the end or in the 
m iddle of the wards, 
le ttin g in a 
great flood of lig h t and c o n stitu tin g 
the sittin g room s instead of using 
the hallw ays for sittin g room s. 
The 
buildings a t S tockton 
m ade 
som e 
attem p t to a tta in th is end, bu t the 
ootagonal projections 
were far too 
sm all and p ro jectio n far too little to 
make" the wards w hat should be. 


M odels in Furnishings. 
T here are tw enty-six wards in the 
m ale d epartm en t -of 
Stockton hos­ 
p ital, in clu d in g one at th e ranch. 
They are a 'l clean and as wholesome 
as they can be made w ith sunshine 
th a t can be gotten into them , but 
they are as bare as th e cupboard of 
Uld M other H ubbard. W hat soap and 
elbow grease can do has been done 
for them , but n o th in g more. 
It is very different w ith tho fu rn ish ­ 
ings of th e tw enty-three wards in the 
W oman’s 
b uildings. 
Taken 
as

whole, these wards are surpassed by 
nothing in tho U nited States, except 
the receiving wards in som e of the 
up-to-date 
hospitals 
and 
some 
of the 
in stitu tio n s 
to r rich 
per­ 
sons and 
where each person has a 
su ite ot apartm ents at 850 to 860 per 
week.

being gorged with 
album en, w hile still older h airs (.were 
discharging the album inous 
m atter 
through the low er sections. 
A c ir­ 
c u lar space su rro u n d in g the segm ents 
receives a continou s in-flow of the 
liq u id 
album inous 
m atter, 
which 
passes 
onw ard 
in to 
th e ' in tern al 
channels of the 
leaf. 
T he organs 
were fonnd in m any other p lan ts, 
wild and cu ltiv ated , in clu d in g tho 
cbickw eed, 
n e ttle , 
tu rn ip , 
rape, 
potato, beat, carrot, lettu ce, chicory, 
tobacco, geranium , 
p etu n ia, balm, 
daisy, holly and pine. 
Owing to the 
abundance of these organs for tak in g 
up a ir nitrogen th e tu rn ip , the bean 
fam ily and other highly nitrogenous 
dicotyledons require little farm -yard 
m anure. 
On th e other 
hand 
the 
cultiv ated m onocotyledons, such as 
cereals and grasses, have few of the 
leaf-organs, and u rg en tly need n itro ­ 
genous m anure. 
P erhaps no m ore sin g u lar feature 
of any p lan et is know n than the great 
red spot th a t appeared on Ju p ite r in 
1878. 
H ound a t first, th is soon be­ 
came ellip tic a l with a length of 25,000 
m iles and a breadth of 6,406 and 
the original deep red color has faded 
out in recent years. 
W hile the oval 
form has been kept, th e sp o t has not 
been statio n ary . W ith th e Jate break­ 
ing out of a conspicuous double belt 
on J u p ite r, the d rift has greatly ac­ 
celerated, and the spot has moved 
westward

in 
three 
m onths. 
The m any 
uses and inflam m able 
character oi cellu lo id have led to an 
active search for su b stitu tes. 
The 
new m aterial of Cl T rocquenet, a 
French 
inv en to r, 
is a m ix tu re of 
cellulose, asbestos and th e 
organio 
m atter "contained in oyster shells. 
The celinblose is obtained by testin g 
seaweed successively w ith acid and 
alk ali, aud washing. 
The asbestos is 
ground w ith petroleum o il; w hile the 
ground oyster shells are treated with 
hydrochloric acid, and th e insoluble 
residue is boiled w ith w ater, washed 
w ith weak 
alk alin e 
so lu tio n , and 
collected on a filter. 
The m ixtures 
contain from 55 to 65 parts of th e c e l­ 
lulose, 2 to 12 p arts of th e oiled 
asbestos, and 20 to 45 p arts of the 
oyster shell substance. 
The mass is 
treated w ith form aldehyde, su itab ly 
colored, and then pressed in to any 
form or object for w hich cellu lo id 
can be used. 
A m iner recently im prisoned by a

Such th in g s soothe th e

it 
would have been had the sam e things 
gone into a private fam ily w ith c h il­ 
dren. 
M en's W ards Need The Same. 
The m en ’s wards need to be fu rn ­ 
ished likew ise, but, u n fo rtu n ate ly for 
th e men patients, although more than 
300 of them are engaged in p roductive 
labor, th e ir product, w hile it inures 
to the com m on good of all th e in ­ 
m ates, does no t com m and a price in 
th e open m arket. I t w ould cost 87,000 
or 88000, to fit up m en’s wards c o r­ 
respondingly w ell, but I believe th a t 
th e state should do it. 
I t would be 
money well and hum anely spent, and 
would help to heal h u rt m inds. 
Cost Ot Care and Feeding. 


T his S tockton state fam i y of 2,000 
persons has a good capacity to co n ­ 
sum e.

SECOND-CLA SS M ATTER. 


Alaska affords a variety of experi­ 
ences hard to equal. 
Busiuess and 
“ wanderlust” combined to lake a 
couple of vagrants to Cook’s Inlet, 
and its surrounding country a few 
weeks ago. 
The trip from Bcward to 
Seidovia was made at nigbt and was 
without interest, except a touch of 
seasickness about 
breakfast 
time. 
'The coast is a constant succession of 
lugged mountain ranges about 3000 
feet high. 
Seidovia is a small vil­ 
lage with 
less than 
one hundred 
people. 
Here wó left 
the 
ocean 
steamer and boarded the “ Tyonic,” 
a 50 ton 
steamer 
owned by 
the 
Cook’s Inlet Trading and Transporta­ 
tion Co. 
Cook’s Inlet, named alter 
the famous explorer, 
is about two 
hundred miles long from 
north to 
south, and from thirty to fifty miles 
wide. 
Kinik Arm, is about five miles 
wide and fifty loDg, extends north 
ward from its northeast extremity, 
and Turnagatu Arm, a little larger, 
opens easterly lrora the same poiDt, 
their outlets being on either side of 
Fire Island. 
The Susitna river en­ 
ters the Inlet from the north. 
'The 
tides in these waters are so rapid 
that all boats have to anchor each 
alternate six hours, and are the high­ 
est on the continent except the Bay 
ot Fundy 
sometimes exceeding 60 
feet. 
On each side of the Inlet are 
vast 
tracts 
of 
excellent 
farming 
land. 
At Keuai, at the eastern side, 
is a United States Epxeriment S ta­ 
tion. 
In the west the smoking peak 
of Mt. lliumna snows that one vol­ 
cano at least in this region has not 
entirely gone out of busiuess. 
After 
stoppiug at the small towns ofliomer, 
Kenai and Tyonic we landed at Kinik 
the third day from Seidovia. 
An in ­ 
terior grade ot coal,or rather lignite, 
is lound in abundance along the In ­ 
let, and is used by steamers and for 
domestic purposes. 
Kinik is 
o d tho west side of the 
Arm, and has two stores, two eating 
houses, one saloon (only), a com­ 
missioner and recorder’s office, and 
about fifty people. 
Fine gardens are 
very common. 
Cur steamer discharg­ 
ed its freight and left on the outgoing 
tide. 
My companion, who was un­ 
used to roughing it, developed an ag­ 
gravated case of cold feet and return­ 
ed also. 
At 11:30 p. m., 1 left Kinik 
in a small boat in company with Mr 
Hamilton, the superintendent,through 
whose courtesy I was to take a flying 
trip to the coal mines. 
An hour ru n ­ 
ning with the tide, took us to Cotton 
wood, seven miles. 
The road house 
being crowded, 
wo made ourselves 
comfortable with 
blankets on the 
floor. 
Called at six to a breakiast of 
bacon, potatoes, 
hot cakes, coifee, 
lettuce and radishes, and at seven 
were on horseback bound for the 
urines. 
Our trail Jed 
northward 
along tbe crest of the bluff, which 
runs parallel to the Arm, about two 
miles from the shore, the flat be­ 
tween being 
thickly oovered with 
grass, and cut by frequent sloughs. 
At low tide the upper ten miles of 
the Arm is simply a mud fiut. 
West­ 
ward from the bluff is a light forest 
of bemlock, spruce, bircb and Cotton­ 
wood with a rioh growth ot grass 
among the trees. We passed over low 
bills across corduroyed swamps and 
frequent ravines, some with bridges 
and some'witbout. 
Along the uorth- 
eud ot the Arm the country was much 
the same, but after leaving tidewater, 
tho hills were larger aDd more rolling, 
and interspersed with beautiful Jakes 
full of fish, which rippled the water as 
they spraug for flies. 
We stopped for 
iuoch at a settlei’s cabiD, where two 
enterprising young men have taken 
up 610 acres of excellent land near 
the railroad survey, and can see a 
competence in the future. 
Soon after 
leaving the pioneers, we struck the 
north bank of the Matanusky river, 
and after a difficult descent of several 
hundred feet, we reached the narrow 
level bench along which the stakes of 
the working suivey shows where the 
line to the mines will be located. 
A 
walk was the only gait our horses 
could travel, and the gnats aud mos­ 
quitoes were at their worst. 
Some 
grumble at this trail, but it is a peach 
compared to many along the Yukon, 
as tho tundra (moss) is not thick 
enough to impede travel. After thirty - 
three miles of interesting misery, we 
camped for the nightYmd slept in a 
“ mosquito ten t.” 
This has a floor 
of cauvass sewn to the sides aud a 
door like the mouth of a sack, suthat 
after getting inside we cguld draw 
and tie the puckering string, aud 
laugh at tha gnats aud mosquitoes.

The government of a county is an 
entirely 
different 
affair from the 
government of the nation. 
National 
management demands, not only the 
ordinary business qnaliflaction, but a 
fixed and settled policy. 
Hence, it is< 
necessary to a sucoesssful adm inis­ 
tration to have officials ot tbe same 
politioal party, that is meu wbo are 
in sympathy 
with a certain well- 
defined policy. 
To have a mixtuie 
of protectionists and free-traders at 
the head of affairs would mean a dis­ 
turbance of 
industry, an upheaval 
that would be disastrous to the com­ 
monwealth. 
In county management 
there is no such danger of a mixed 
politioal complexion in governmental 
affairs being 
prejudicial to public 
interests. 
On tbe contrary, 
it is 
highly important 
from the stand­ 
point of effioient 
government that 
county officers be not all of tbe same 
political organization. 
Tbe evils of 
such a one-sided complexion must 
be easily suggested to any intelligent 
mind. 
For instance, when all the 
court-officers are ol the same poli­ 
tical stripe—and bitterly partisan at 
that—the outlook tor an impartial and 
satisfactory administration is not as 
favorable as it would be if there were 
a mix-up of parties. 
We may talk as 
we please, about keeping the judiciary 
out of party politic. 
It is only talk. 
As a matter ot fact, judges are often 
as bitterly partisan as other officials, 
and are Dot averse to taking tbe ini­ 
tiative in party movements, and using 
their influence to further tbe interests 
of the party of their choice. 
Voters 
of Amador county, especially those 
who are disposed to be independent 
in tbe exeroise of the right of suff­ 
rage, should see to it that the three 
officers of the court to be elected in 
Amador county this fall are not all 
tbe democratic persuasion. 
Because 
that would make a straight-out demo­ 
cratic administration, the judge being 
a democratic hold-over anyway. Coit- 
oeding that the candidates for these 
offioes are evenly balanced as far as 
qualifications are concerned, still it 
behoves the independent voter from 
patriotic motives to cast bis ballot for 
tbe republican nominees rather than 
the democratic candidates. If all the 
republican aspirants 
were elected 
there would still be a mix-up politi­ 
cally.

DRESS GOODS 
Lucas—This mine formerly known 
as the Tripp 
mine, near Big Bar 
bridge, is running along satisfactorily

An air compressor passed 
through town on Wednesday, bound 
for this mine, and will be installed 
as soon as possible to run machine 
drills.

The build­
